damaged vessel. 


Heroic Work A'hen the 
City of Chicago Was 
Disabled. 


It was *9:40 Sunday night when the 
steamer City of Chicago was disabled 
a mile out of Chicago. 
Mate W. J. 
Russell and Clerk C. K. Farmer ap­ 
pealed to C’apt McIntosh to be allowed 
to take a life boat and start for Chica­ 
go. There was something of a sea and 
there were threniugs of a heavy storm. 
The captain thought some 
passing 
steamer would pick them up but he re­ 
luctantly consented that the trip be 
attempted. 


A boat was lowered and Mate Russell 
called for a volunteer crew and the fol­ 
lowing responded: C. K. Farmer,clerk; 
A. Woney and Tim DaleVt wheelsmen; 
A. Hurley, watchman; Fred Collins, E. 
Sullivan, F. Sedgebeer, sailors. 


It was a perilous.trip at best but the 
crew was equal to the task.

fell in clouds and tbe wind blew 40 
milts per hour.

It is estimated that fully 20,000 people 
witnessed the parade and impressive 
ceremonies at tbe unveiling of tbe 
Firemen’s Monument in St. Joseph 
yesterday afternoon. 


The exercises opened with a short 
address by Hon. N. A. Hamilton after 
which Rev. Thomas McRoberts de­ 
livered prayer. 
The Niles city band, 
an excellent organization, with Prof. 
Wells as director, rendered “Nearer 
My God too Thee,” in a manner that 
moved many in tbe audience to shed 
tears, after which ex-Judge Thomas 
O’Hara delivered the address of the 
day, a part of which follows: 


Two years ago today they 
were 
among the living. They had but one 
day more to live. They bad no notice 
of tbe decree, and when their last 
night came, their plans were made for 
the morning that never broke. They 
were bumble citizens and they followed 
common employments. 


They were men of plain aspirations 
and'modest ambitions, men who strove 
to be good citizens and kind neighbors 
rather than to win a name in story. 


Robert L. Rofe, Silas F. Watson, 
Arthur C. Hill, Edward H. Gange aud 
Frank Seaver. tbe volunteer Hremen 
whose lives went out two years ago to­ 
morrow night, and whose heroism this 
monument is designed to commemorate, 
had but little in the line of houses, 
lands and money. 
Heart and courage 
were chief among their assets. The 
tax roll did not tell the principal story 
of their lives. 
The were members of 
tbe great standing array so well repre­ 
sented here today—not tbe array of 
Grant and Sbafter—but tbe array or­ 
ganized to light an enemy that knows 
neither friend, sex, station nor country 
—an enemy that lurks in every corner 
and every building—an enemy that 
makes its attack without warning—an 
enemy 
that shows no quarter and 
neither grants nor 
begs truce—an 
enemy incapable of making treaty or 
contract and one whose glee is always 
savage whether at work in tbe widow’s 
cabin, tbe Red Croat tent, tbe palatial 
home or tbe engine bouie itself.

DIvId» Senric* on Sanday on Bmird m 
United States Man-of-war and How It !• 
Condneted—The Church Ensign and Ita 
Meanlns—Th« Chaplain. 


When there is seen flying from the 
gaff of a United States man-of-war a 
small, white triangular pennant, bear- 
ng on its field a blue Greek cross near 
the pike or halyard, it is a signal that 
divine service is being held on board. 


Rig church I” is one of the regular na­ 
val orders, issued usually at about 10:30 
on Sunday morning. 


Church is “ rigged” in various places 
according to the construction of the ves­ 
sel and according to the weather condi­ 
tions. 
If the day is fine and not too 
cold, the quarter deck will probably bo 
selected, although in some ships it is 
customary to hold the service on the 
forward part of the gun deck. In stormy 
weather the berth deck below is used, 
where the men may bo under shelter, 
though they are more cramped for room. 


Assuming that the service is to be 
leld on the quarter deck, the arrange­ 
ments for it will proceed about like 
lis: When the bugler gives the signal, 
the “ church ensign” is hoisted to the 
galT, and some of the men, under the 
ircction of an ofiicer, bestir themselves 
riskly in making the simple prepara­ 
tions which are necessary. 


A table or desk, covered with the 
American flag, is placed at the end of 
the quarter deck for the chaplain. A few 
wardroom chairs are brought up from 
below and ranged along the starboard 
side, where the ollicers are to assemble, 
and benches or capstan bars resting ou 
buckets mako seats for the crew on the 
port .side. 


The organ—for every ship that has a 
chaplain is provided with an instrument 
of this nature—is put in a convenient 
place. If tliere is a band, and its serv­ 
ices are desired, a few musicians are se- 
ected and stationed near by. Then the 
ship’s bell is tolled for about five min­ 
utes, giving the officers and men, wher­ 
ever they may be on board, suflicient 
time to assemble, if they are so inclined. 


The boat.swain may call down the 
latchways “ Silence, fore and aft, dur­ 
ing divine serviced’ but it is well un- 
erstood by the entire crew that the 
ship nmst bo quiet now for about three- 
quarters of an hour. 
Finally the bell 
stops, tho captain, 
after a glance 
around, makes a sign to tho chaplain 
that all is ready, and the service begins. 


How it is conducted depends upon 
tho denomination to which the chaplain 
belongs, and various sects are represent­ 
ed among tho naval clergymen. 
Tho 
singing, accompanied by tho organ, 
which is played either by an officer or 
by some musician among tho crew, is 
generally fine. 
The men enjoy it, and 
their voices ring out strong and fresh in 
tho open air. 


During tho prayers they are r squirod 
to remove their caps, but throughout 
tho rest of tho service they may remain 
covered. When it is over, tho order to 
‘PijK) down!” is given, and church is 
‘unrigged.” 
Sometimes an evening 
sen'ice is also iield, but this is not tho 
general custom. 


Attendance at church on the war.ships 
18 of course not compulsory, but the ofti 
cers are expected to attend by way of 
urnishing an example, and niost of 
them usually do, accompanied by jier 
haps about half tho crew—sometimes 
more and sometimes less. 


But by no means all the ships of the 
navy are provided with chaplain.s. For 
the CO or more war vessels now effective 
Tor service there are fewer than 30 
chaplains, or less than one for evex’y 
two ships. They are attached to the lar­ 
gest and most important ve.ssels, where 
their ministrations may reach the great 
est number of persons. 


A queer incident happened a few 
years ago, when one of the modern 
ruisers was jjut into commission. It 
lad been intended that she should carry 
a chaplain, but when the officers’ quar 
ters were completed it was found that 
lis room had been entirely overlooked, 
iio accommodation for him thus being 
available, tho ship put to sea without a 
chaplain ftud did not have one for at 
least two years. 


In an action the chaplain’s duties are 
with tho sick and wounded. Occasion 
ally, however, his aid has been required 
at the guns, and in many instances the 
chaplains have proved themselves hero 
ie fighters as well as good preachers. In 
tho old days of tho navy the chaplain 
wore the full uniform of his rank—lieu 
tenant, lieutenant commander or com 
mander—but it is now customary foi 
him to wear a suit of black or the regu 
lar costume of whatever church he rep 
resents, sometimes with the insignia o 
his rank u jjo u his sleeve.—New York 
Tribune. ________________ 


Tba Armjr Ofllcer's Trnnk. 


Tho army officer’s trunk, which Is an 
article of limited but regular sale in 
peace times, being sold chiefly to regu 
lar army officers, is a stout, well made 
trunk oif rather generous proportions, 
so divided inside as to afford spaces for 
both military and civilian attire. There 
is a place for an officer’s chapeau anc 
one for the silk hat of a civilian and 
room for the different clothing, and the 
trunk is large enough to admit a swore 
laid diagonally. A trunk of this sort is 
made not of sole leather, as might be 
supposed, to withstand rough wear, but 
with a rigid frame, so that it can be 
roped or strapped ou to a load or packec 
with other things piled on it in the ex 
igencies of wagon or other transporta 
tion without being crushed or damaged 
—New York 3un.

Steamer City of Chicago Saved Through Heroism 


of Engineer WcClure and Oiler Taylor. 


The Cbicaf^o Journal }4:ives these par­ 
ticulars of the accident to the luilace 
steamer City of Chicaiio: 


Th“ steamer City of Chlcaifo was re­ 
tired for the iseasun by the breakdown 
of her enj^inos in inldlake 
Sunday 
night. The disaiter added two more 
names to the list of herae?^ who by 
their disrejjurd of danjrer and tiuick ac­ 
tion saved a heavy lo^?» of life. They 
were William J. McClure, chief en- 
(jeneer, and John Taylor, oih'r. 


The City of Chioatfo wan yfunsr to St. 
Joseph with but few pH-semjers on 
board, when what i> caih.d lii*; con­ 
necting strap. a piece of •joiid >*lfel four 
or five inches 
stiuar^. Iji’ukc. The 
strap connected the cimine with the 
paddle wheels by meanr- of the walkin^r 
beam. 
At the instant the cnijrine wa.*' 
thus relieved o' th»; l>urd<*n of drivinsr 
the paddle wlicels the pi-ton was just 
below the top of the cylinder. L^oinjr 
down. There bein«r no r*.?>:^tHnce. the 
pisttm continued troiiJi,»' and .«fuck the 
bottom of tlie cylinder wiiii ti c-mendous 
force. 


The jjreat steel cylinder was broken 
to pieces. The biir walkiuir b-am. made 
of solid steel and wci;:iiin*.- -everal 
tons, was broken in uiuiiy plaers. 'i'he 
top of the frauu; (Uirryir.ir itie beam, a 
piDce of steel seven irn*!u-» titlek. was 
snapped.

I’n- 
ffineer McClure, wlio wa> -iitlnir in his 
chair readin*: a pai»<‘r wii.-n the iir.'t 
crash told him somethiiiir wa?- wrontr.

throttle, and shut o!V the st»*am. At the 
same instant, Diler 'raylor—without 
orders—had jiunped to the valves in tlie 
steam-pipe leadinjr from the boihfr to 
the engine and had turned them (>lT. 
So quick had been the action of the two 
men that very little steam escaped. 


Like most heroes. Knixineer .McClure 
took no credit to himself, ftn* his action. 
However, he best(»wed unlimited praise 
up<)n Oiler Taylor for his course in so 
quickly shuttintr olY thtf steam from the 
boilers on his own nuitlon.

G L A D S T O N E ’S W I L L P R O B A T E D . 


Forbids A ny Laudatory Inscription U p ­ 
on H is Grave. 


London. Sept. 0.—The will of the late 
William Ewart Gladstone was probated 
today. The gross estate devised is, in 
round numbers i:."iy,000, and tbe net es­ 
tate i;54,732. Tne executors named are 
his sons—Stephen, Herbert and Henry 
Gladstone. 


The document throughout is in the 
handwriting of Mr. Gladstone. 
It is a 
remarkable speciman of penmanship 
a nd entirely characteristic of the states­ 
man in respect of the care of its prepa­ 
ration. The will is written in an ordi­ 
nary memorandum book, with a codicil 
on fools cap paper. 


In clause 2 Mr. Gladstone specities 
th at his burial be simple and private 
and in a place where his wife can also 
lie, and that “on no account shvJl any 
laudatory inscription be placed over 
me.” 


Tne next clause appoints the execu­ 
tors of bis estate, and charges the 
possessor of Haw'arden to bear in mind 
that he is endowed w ith the principal 
share of the worldly goods of the de­ 
ceased, and to extend his good ottices 
to the rest of the family.

Cue of the repulsive features of the 
lnv.'s under which the Natehez Indians 
were govi*rned was that when a mem­ 
ber of the royal family of the nation 
died it was neces.sary that .several others 
of the people should accompany him to 
the tomb by sutTering death at the 
hands 
of 
executioner.s. 
When 
the 
“great sun,” the hereditary chief of 
tho wliole nation, died, all his wives, 
in ca.'-e ho \vere provided with more 
than one, and also several of his sub­ 
jects, were obliged to follow him into 
the vale of shadows. The “ little suns, ” 
secondary chiefs, and also members of 
tile royal family, likewise claimed, 
when dying, their tribute of dearh from 
tho living. 
In addition to thi.s, the iu* 
exonible law also condenmtd to death 
any man of tho Natehez race who had 
nuirried a girl of the royal line of the 
“ sun.s.’’ Ou the occasion of her death 
he was called upon to accomp:uiy her. 


“ I will narrate to you upon this sub 
ject,” writes an old French chronicler 
of Louisiana, “ the story of an Indian 
who was not in a humor to submit to 
this law. His namo was Etteacteal. Ho 
had contracted an alliance with the 
/suns.’ The honor came near having a 
fatal result for him. His wife fell sick, 
and as soon as he perceived that she 
was approaching her end he took to 
flight, embarking iu a pirogue on tho 
Mississippi, and sought a refuge in New 
Orleans. 
He placed himself under the 
protection of the governor, who was at 
that time M. de Bienville, oflfering him­ 
self to be tho governor’s hunter. 
Tho 
governor accepted his ser\'ices, and in­ 
terested himself iu his behalf with the 
Natchez, who declared, in answer, that 
he had nothing to fear, inasmuch as tlie 
ceremony was over, and as he had not 
been present when it took place ho was 
no longer available as a candidate for

“ The liglit .seemed to her to last a long 
time, and once tile brutes in their strug­ 
gles came very near to where she stv)od. 
Tlie pumas that Juid attacked him kill­ 
ed the jaguar ac last, and after standing 
over the hotly a few minutes as if to as­ 
sure them.selves that he would not re­ 
vive they for the Iirst time turned thfir 
gaze toward the child, who had been too 
much terrilled to improve her chance to 
run away while th»j beasts were light­ 
ing. 


“ They favored her with a long stare, 
and then, n<»t olaTi^ig to approach or 
harm her, turned dt liberately away 
and trotted into the depths uf the for­ 
est. 
They .‘'C:in,*ely had disappeared 
when her father, having mis.si*d the 
child and guide«l by the sounds of the 
light, came running to the place with 
gun and machete and found her .safe. 
Hu got a jaguar skin as a troi)hy, though 
it was cr.t t'lo nearly into ribbons by 
the pumas’ elt«|k'i to be of value. 


“ In the G u a ^ o country, at a village 
called Paraya, near the Merida trail, 
.saw an Indian named Jose Lobado 
whose face and hrad were deeply scar­ 
red and who.se body was a network ol' 
similar scars from wounds receivet 
through being carried away by a jaguar 
when an infant in arms. Of cour.se he 
could not remember the occurrence, but 
his mother, wlio had rescued him, do 
ecrihed it to nie. 


“ She had gone to a mata, or wooded 
spot, on the pan'-jias for lirewtiod, carry 
ing her chihl, after the fashion of Veil 
ezuelan women of humble station, in 
a shawl luopii*il from her .shouldur. This 
shawl, with the small boy in it, she slung 
to a low tree branch while .slie gatherec, 
her bundle of stick.s, and slio did not 
perceive the approach of a juguar unti 
he had seized the child and was carry 
iug it away. 


“ The mother grasped her machete 
and ran after the jti;.'uar, shrii*king 
She managed to keep tliii beast in sight 
but ho was rapidly gettuig buyond he 
view whuu suddenly the jaguar stopped 
put the child down and bristling fo r 
tiglit stood with his forepaws resting 
upon it. 


“ Then the mother saw that a puma 
was fronting the jaguar. She hurriu 
on tov.'ar<i where the two beasts faeut 
each other, growling and snarling. Be 
fore sho got to them the puma sprang 
and at once the two were lighting lierce 
ly above the child. In the struggle the 
chilli was rolled to ono side, but bef«^ro 
the mother could get to it the jaguar 
broke away from the puma ami sprin 
ing to tlie boy again crouched with his 
paws above him as before. 


“ The puma leajHid again and the fight 
was renewed, but again the jaguar got 
clear and jumped to guard his prey be 
fore the mother could get a chance to 
snatch her child. Once more the puma 
attacked his foe, and this time as the 
beasts struggled and tore each other an 
accidental kick from one of them sent 
the boy 20 feet away, almost to the 
mother’s feet. 


“ Catching him up sho ran for home 
and got safe to the house. 
The boy 
though covered with claw wounds from 
head to foot and bearing deep marks o 
the jaguar’s teeth in tlie back, where 
the beast had seized him to carry him 
away, recovered completely from his in 
juries, although bearing the sears for 
his lifetime. The puma and the jaguar 
were found, both dead, at the place 
where they had fought.” —Philadelph 
Times.
